FRIDAY, Jan. 17th, 1873. 


The Senate was called to order at 11 
o’clock by the Lieutenant Governor. 

Journal of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

Mr. McCabe stated that Mr. Cham- 
berlain was detained at his home on 
account of sickness. 

By Mr. Stilly, a petition from the 
citizens ot Pamlico township, Beaufort 
county, praying the General Asseinbly 
not to pass any bill that would attach

To a respectful note addressed by 
Mr. Battle to him, notifying him that 
he, Battle, was ready to take charge of 
the office under the appointment of Goy. 
Caldwell, McIver replies in an equally 
respectful tone, saying that as Mr. Reid 
was not qualified after his clection and 
before his death, therefore no vacaucy 
occurred, and the appointment of Mr. 
Battle is null and void. 

Mr. McIver, in hisletter to Mr. Battle, 
after complimenting that gentleman for 
his eminent fitness, and expressing how 
cheerfully he would surrender the office 
if he believed his term had expired, 
proceeds to quote from the Constitution 
of the State, to show how he is sustained 
by that instrument in the position he 
has taken. He says: 

“By the first section of Article 3 of 
the State Constitution, the term of office 
of all officers of the Executive Depart- 
ments shall commence on the first day 
of January next after their election, and 


continue until their successors are clected 
and qualified. By section 13 of the same 
Article: If the office of any of said 
officers shall be vacated by death, resig- 
nation, or otherwise, it shall shall be 
the duty of the Governor to appoint 
another until the disability be removed, 
or his successor be elected und qualified. 

An officer is one who is invested with 
an Office. Mr. Reid had not been in- 
vested with the office, and therefore he 
was not an officer. The office of Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction never 
became the offce of Reid, and thercfore 
it was not vacated by his death or oth- 
erwise, The Constitution continues the 
term of the present incumbent, and no 
vacancy has oecurred. It is reasonable 
that the Constitution should designate 
the person, if it has a suitable person on 
hand, to continue in office, in case the 
peison clected dics or refuses to qualify; 
and the Constitution of North Carolina 
does this very thing. It continues the 
term of the incumbent until his succes. 
sor is elected and qualified. No vacan 
cy occurred, and His Excellency had no 
authority to grant the commission to 
which you refer; and for that reason 
the commission is null and yoid.”

Mr. McIver did not quote in full the 
first section of Article III of the 
Constitution. There is a proviso in 
that article which he has omitted, 
to the effect that the officers first elec 
ted shall assume the duties of their 
office ten days after the approval of the 
Constitution by Congress, and shall 
hold their offices four years from and 
after the first day of January 1869.

The Western North Carolina Kaile- 
road Company and its Fate, 


We promised yesterday to make 
Known to the Legislature and the peo- 
ple such iacts as we had in our posses - 
sion relative to this great work. 

This company was chartered by act 
of Assembly passed in the year 1855, 
and the company was organized in that 
year, for the purpose of constructing a 

tailroad from Salisbury, on the North 
Carolina Railroad, across the Blue Ridge 
via Swannannoa Gap, to Ducktown and 
Paint Rock, on the Tennessee line. The 
great object was to g’ve the State rail- 
road communication with the Mississip- 
pi Valley across the Blue Ridge in this 
State. The enterprise was a good and 
an important one. 

The capital stock of the company was 
$6,000,000 before the late war, and this 
has been increased $500,000 since the 
war, 

~The State took two-thirds of the 
stock and paid for itin State bonds, 
$4,000,000, besides $323,000 of special 
tax bonds of the State issued under an 
act of the Legislature passed in the year 
1868. 

This rvad is completed and the cars 
run daily to the foot of the Blue Ridge, 
a distance of one hundred ana ilf{teen 
miles, and much of the heavy grading, 
both on the Liue Ridge and beyond it, 
is done. 

The whole of the appropriation of the 
State was expended about the year 
1869; the truth is, the State paid for 
the whole work done. A few private 
stockholders paid cash for their stock— 
but most of them paid for their stock 
in work, getting such contracts for grad- 
“ng, &c., as made them their stock clear 
and a handsome profit. besides. 

After the Ladical government went 


into operation in 1868, the State bonds | 


very soon went 
price. 

Up to this time, we hear nothing of 
fraud or fraudulent transactions, except 
it was suggested that the contractoig for 
what is called the “luce Ridge section,” 
got too much money for the work they 
did.

Vance 
Dr. John C. McDowell and Col. Tate, 
were the four Directors clected by the 
private stockholders. Merrimon and 
Vance were troublesome fellows in the 
Radical board. So at the annual meet- 
ing in 1869, it was so manayed as to 
beat Merrimon, Vance and McDowell] 
for Directors, and N. W. Woodfin 
Richard A. Caldweil and R. F. Simon.

This mortgage debt was made ata 
time when the Board of Directors knew 


little, if anything, more than running 
expenses. The annual interest on this 
mortgage debt is $112,000! Gov. 
Caldwell was a prominent member of 
this Radical Board. This Board as we 
learn, passed an order instructing the 
President of the Company 
borrow over $100,000, to 
use the mortgage bonds to secure they 
payment of the money so borrowed. 
The President borrowed in New York 
in all about $240,000 in cash, and to se- 
cure the payment of this sum, he 
pothecated, of these mortgage bonds of | 
the Company, to the amount of $1,100,- | 
000, paying for the money so borrowed, 
17 per cent. interest! And the persons 
from whem this money was_ borrowed | 
had the right to sell the bonds on short 
notice, and pay out of the proceeds o* 
them the $240,000! 

This loan was kept along until some 
time in 1870 or 1871, when it passed 
into new hands—one Sibley, of New 
York. 
ime with power of sale to pay his debt 
on short notice. Of course the debt 
was not paid—the Company had no 
money to pay it or the interest on the 
mortgage bonds—the bonds were sold 
by Sibley to pay his debt, and he bought 
them for twenty-five and one-half cents 
in the dollar! Ue got $1,057,000 of the 
bonds to pay his $240,000 and such 
commissions for sale as were never 
heard of before! 

The interest that accrued on these 
mortgage bonds was not paid—of 
course 1t was not. Then by tle terms 
ofthis radical mortgage, the whole 
mortgage debt at once came due, and 
the holders of the bonds might at once 
bring theirsuit to foreclose the mort- 
gage and sell the road and all, the 
property and the franchise of the com- 
pany ! 

Mr. Sibley and Henry Clews did 
bring their suit in August last, in the 
United States Circuit Court at Greens- 
voro’, to foreclose this mortgage. The 
pipers show that Gov. Caldwell, as 
Trustee, was made party defendant to 
the suit; that he accepted service of 
the process—he put in no answer or 
uefence, and judgment proconfisso was 
taken against him. 

In November last, Judge Dick of the 
United Strtes Circuit Court, granted a 
decree of foreclosure of the mortgage 
and ordered the sale of the property. 

This is a history of the matter we 
have obtained by some trouble, and we 
believe it is substantially correct. There 
are some facts in the detail of the trans- 
action about the mortgage, that go to 
ageravate the case, but we can’t give 
them satisfactorily. We may do so 
hereafter. 

This mortgage, it seems, is at the bot- 
tom of all this mischief. And it was 
nade under circumstances of the most 
monstrous and reckless character. And 
it is clear too, that the mortgage was 
made with the knowledge and con- 
sent of Gov. Caldwell-—-that he was 
one of the Directors and a party to this 
suit and let judgment go by default 
against bim. 

Now, after the mischief is done-—alfter 
the horse is stolen and, it seems, with 
his knowledge--he cries out most lustily! 
What hypocrisy and dissembling! It 
is true there are others mixed up in,this 
muddle, but the Governor, the guardian 
of the State’s interest, is the chief man 
to whom the people look just now. 
When we get more of the facts, we will 
say more of other parties prominent in 
matter. 

It something is not done, it is clear 
the road and all the property connected 
with it will “go for a song,” to pay this 
monstrous debt. 

What can be done? Weare not pre- 
pared to advise or suggest; but it is 
certainly the duty of the Legislature to 
look at once and carefully into the mat- 
ter. The State has bound up in the 
matter $4,333,000 !—rather too much to 
lose without an effort to save it. We 
have given the facts as we have learned 
them. We haye done our duty. Let 
the Legislature do theirs,and call those 
who have jeopardized the State’s inter- 
est in this great work to account. 

The Virginia papers are complaining 
of the difliculty experienced this year 
in obtaining labor for the farms as well 
as for house-work. The farm laborers 
are moving South and the house 
laborers imigrating North.

Farming Interests—Gilham’s Cote

Editors Raleigh News: With what 
wonderful magic are pretty little vil- 
lages springing up all along the great 
commercial arteries of our conntry. 
This neat little town in ante-bellum 
days was rather a shabby affair—pro- 
cress has waved over it its potent wand, 
when, presto change, elegant store- 
houses, splendid private residences, 
beautiful churches, like the fairy palace 
of Aladdin’s lamp, have been conjured 
inte existence. What has performed 
tliese marvels of wonder ?—echo brings 
back the amswer over and from the 
rolling plains of our well cultivated 
country. It does a traveler’s heart good 
to notice these evidences of thriftt—this 
spirit of development. A vast amount 
of trade is done here, as it is the very 
centre of a large cotton growing sec- 
tion. All the Fall, through the Winter, 
and even now, when the rotting glebe 
invites the ploughshare, the whirling 
hum of the gin saw is heard. Though 
Norfolk is hard by with her incompar- 
able merchants and harbor, still she has 
not as yet attracted all the cotton. Many 
a bale lies here still awaiting shipment 
und » better price. By the way, this 
place is misnamcd, it should be dubbed 
Beatonsville, as that family, father and 
sons have done comparatively all to 
Luild up its interests. Its location 1s 
beautiful and advantageous—the sur- 


rounding country bemg_ in an 
exquisite state of cultivation. For 
miles around you may see the 
hiue smoke curling from the 


chimneys of the happy, contented and 
industrious farmers. It is near Bt. 
Valentine’s Day now, when the boys 
and girls, as well as the birds will be 
billing and cooing, and we hope tnc 
present month, as its name would 
indicate, will be propititious to these 
courtships—to bursting buds and_ all 
tlic opening glories of the year. The 
bygone year was one of violent political 
strife, let this one be marked ia the

]From the Ralsigh Era, 
The Western North Carolina 
Railroad. 


To the Editor of the Era :— 

Since your article a few days 
since in reference to the sale of this 
road, I have obtained the follow- 
ing facts: During the administra- 
tion of Dr. Mott as President of 
the road, by order of his board of 
Directors, after mature deliberation; 


million four hundred thousand dol- 


were issued to that amount. The 
road being incomplete, these bonds 
could not be sold. By order of the 
board of Directors, Dr. Mott, to 
complete the road from Morganton 
to Old Fort, borrowed in New 
York about $240,000, and pledged 
one million and fifty-seven thou- 


lateral security for the loan. 
move may now be considered by 
some as ill-advised on the part of 
Dr. Mott and his board, yet when 
we consider the universal cry of 


Mott and his board would have 
been universally denounced if they 
had failed to press on the road; and 
besides, at that time, the State had 
made liberal appropriations for the 
completion of the Western Division, 
and every onc anticipated the early 
completion of the road. With the 
completion of the road there would 
have been no difficulty in selling 
the bonds and paying this debt.— 
The credit of North Carolina hav- 
ing been prostrated and the road 
not completed, Dr. Mott was unable 
to sell his bonds. To prévent the 
sale of the bonds he was forced to 
borrow money from his friends, and 
use all of the scanty income of his 
road to pay interest on-this debt in 
New York. By reason of this he 
was unable to pay his coniractors at 
home, and they, becoming dissatis- 
fied, re-organized the company, and 
Col. Tate was elected President. Col. 
Tate being known in New York 
and North Carolina as an old finan- 
cier, it was fondly hoped that he 
would be enabled to extricate the 
road. Col. Tate was unable to do 
more than Dr. Mott had done, to 
wit: borrow money from his friends 
and use the scanty income of the 
road to pay interest on the debt in 
New York. Nothing could be 
realized to pay contractors who 
had waited so patiently, many of 
whom were pressed by executions. 
Col. Tate communicated this last 
Winter tothe Governor and the 
Governor sent the communication 
to the Legislature. The bankers in 
New York in themean time notified 
Tate that unless the debt was paid 
the bonds would besold. This was 
brought to the attention of the Leg- 
islature. <A bill was introduced in 
the Legislature to enable theState to 
advance the money to pay the debt 
in New York and takethe bonds 
as collateral. This would have given 
the State entire control of the 
of the matter. The Legislature after 
mature deliberation refuged to lend 
the road, in which the State was 
largely interested, the sum of 
$240,000. On the same collaterals 
(to-wit: one million and fifty-seven 
thousand doliars of mortgaze bonds) 
on which the bankers in New York 
had loned the road the amount. 
This of course alarmed the ban- 
kers in New York and they be- 
came more clamorous for pay. The 
credit of the road wasso embarrass- 
ed the interest of this debt could not 
be paid. The bankers getting neither 
interest nor principal refused to 
wait longer, and the bonds were 
duly advertised and sold, and pur- 
chased by Hiram Sibley of Roches- 
ter, New York, a party in no way 
connected with the Security Com- 
any or the Pennsylvania Central. 
n the mean time creditors at home 


ous creditors had obtained judg- 
ments and the road in all of the 
counties through which_ it passes 
was sold by the Sheriffs; in most of 
the counties two to three times. In 


1871, until January, 1872, every 
sale day 
was sold under as many as six or 
eight judgments, the road of course 
bringing nominal sums, as if was 
supposed to be covered by a large 
mortgage. The State and private 
stockholders staid by and saw all of 
these sales, neither the State nor 
private stockholders being willing 
even to pay a nominal sum for the 
road or to pay judgment—creditors, 
and these judgments to-day remain 
not satisfied. From what we can 
learn, the Legislature was not 
to blame for not loaning the 
money, for several reasons. The 
first reason, and a very powerful 
one; the State did not have 
the money, and had no credit 
to borrow it; in addition to 
this, it was known to the Legisla- 
ture,that, in addition to this debt the 
road was shingled over with judg- 
ments and suits amounting to over 
$500,000 in addition to debt in New 
York. The income of the road was’ 
not sufficient to pay the interest on 
the debt, much less principal, the 
road being liable at any day to be 

laced in bankruptcy. The Leg- 
slature well knew the State had 
no means of completing the road if 
the debts could be paid. | We learn 
that Gov. Caldwell, as itis his duty, 
will again refer the matter to the 
Legislature. These questions will 
arise for the consideration of the 
Legislature, first, provided the ype!

The State has invested 
seven millions in this road, and in 
addition is endorser on one million of 
the first mortgage bonds. There is 
no better reason for the State’s help- 
ing the Western road than this 
road. The State has more atstake, 
the individual stockholder more; 
‘the road is much longer and the in- 
come much larger than the Western 
}road, and it will take less than a 
million to complete it. The ques- 
tions here present themselves can 
the State relieve this road? If re- 
lieved can she build it? If theState 
cannot build it, should she litigate 
and postpone the building, and 
thereby, as it were, paralyse a great 
.channel of trade and injure a large 
section of the State? Thereis one 
thing in connection with this last 
named road the State can do, and 
this we have reason to believe Gov- 
ernor Caldwell will do, and that is, 
that, when the bondholders take 
this road, the State shall be released

An Executive Order Concerning Of- 
ficeeHolders—How, Now ? 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—WuEREAS, it 
has been brought to the notice of the 
President of the United States, that 
many persons holding civil oflice by ap- 
pointment from him, or otherwise, un- 
der the Constitution and laws of the 
United States, while holding such Fed- 
eral positions, accept offices under the 
authority of the States and Territories 
in which they reside, or of Municipal 
corporations, under the charter and or- 
dinances of such corporations, thereby 
assuming the duties of the State, Terri- 
torial or Municipal office at the same 
time, that they are charged with the 
duties of the civil office held under 
Federal authority, and whereas, it is be- 
lieved that with few exceptions, the 
holding of two such offices by the same 
person is incompatible with a due and 
faithful discharge of the duties of either 
oflice, that it frequently gives rise to 
great inconvenience, and often results in 
detriment to public service and more- 
over is not in harmony with the genus 
of the government. 
premises, therefore, the President has 
deemed it proper thus, and hereby, to 
cive these notice, that from and after 
the fourth day of March 1873, except 
as herein specified, persons holding any 
Federal civil office by appointment un- 
der the Constitution and laws of the 
United States, will be expected while 
holding such office not to accept or 
hold any oilices under any State or ter- 
ritorial government, or under the char- 
ter or ordinances of any municipal 
corporation, and further, that the ac- 
ceptance or fcontinued holding of any 
such State,territorial or municipal office 
whether clective or by appointment by 
any person holding civil office as aforce 
said under the government of the Uni- 
ted States, other than Judicial 
offices under the Constitution of 
the United States will be deemed a va- 
cancy of the Federal office held by such 
person and will be taken to be, and will 
be treated as aresignation by such Ied- 
eral oflicer of his commission or ap- 
pointment in the service of the United 
States; the office of Justices of the 
Peace of Notaries Public and of Com- 
missioners to take the acknowledgment 
of deeds of bail or to administer oaths, 
shall not be dcemed within the purview 
of this order, and are excepted from 
its operation and may be held by Fed- 
eral officers, The appointment of dep- 
uty Marshals of the United States may 
be conferred upon Sherifls or deputy 
Sheriffs and deputy Post Masters, the 
emoluments of whose office does not 
exceed six hundred dollars per annum, 
are also excepted from the operations of 
this order, and may accept and hold 
appointments under State, territorial or 
municipal authority, provided the same 
be found not to interfere with the dis- 
charge of their duties as Post Master. 

Heads of Departments and other of- 
ficers of the Government who have the 
appointment of subordinate offices are 
required to take notice of this order,
